WASHINGTON. Dec. 5 — The 
Sixty-eighth Congress was organ­ 
ised today with th e breaking ot 
the two day deadlock in the house 
over the speakership, and it will 
receive President Coolidge’s first 
unnual message tomorrow. 
The president will address con­ 
gress in person a t 12:30 o’clock 
at a joint session In the house 
chamber. 
Although congress now in ready 
to function, little cifn be done in 
the way of legislation until after 
Lr he Christmas holidays. 
Committees of both the house 
and senate have yet to be organ­ 
ized and they m ust pass on all 
important m easu res before there 
can be action by either house. 
The break leading to the re- 
election of Speaker Gillett on the 
first ballot today came after Re­ 
publican insurgents had satisfied 
themselves th a t th e re would be 
opportunity next m onth to offer 
am endments to house rules. 
Given this assurance 
on

floor by Representative Longworth 
of Ohio, the Republican leader, 
the group which for eight ballots 
had supported either Representa­ 
tive* Cooper of 
Wisconsin,

Recreation as a part 
of the social trea tm e n t has been 
carried 
on 
at the Institute for 
Juvenile Research since August, 
1920. 
It h as developed t h a t th e 
work of*4he Institu te 
is 
really 
pioneer in 
character. 
Although 
many agencies place considerable 
em phasis on th e community aspect 
of the question, there has been 
no definite use of recreation in 
family case work. 
The recreation 
work of th e institute is individual­ 
istic in c h a r a c t e r and consists for 
the m ost p a r t in a program for his 
social a d j u s tm e n t. 
In one case 
em phasis m a y be placed upon the 
home play, w hile in another an e f­ 
fort m u st be made to place th e 
child in a n organized 
club 
or 
class. 
The discovery of a child’s play 
interests is by no means a simple 
process, t h e m ajority of children 
being extrem ely 
reticent 
when 
they 
are 
questioned.

probably d u e to some extent to 
the fact t h a t many parents and 
teachers a r e ‘ inclined to

mize the im portance of receation 
when it conflicts with the p e r f o r ­ 
mance of h o m e and school duties.
